2. Any objections or rejections made in a previous Office Action that are not herein 
reinstated have been withdrawn. 

3. Claims 25, 28, 39, 42-55, and 57-81 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement for reasons of 
record and the following. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification In such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled In the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed Invention. The specification does not teach first polypeptides that comprise both 
protuberances and cavities, nor does it teach second polypeptides that comprise both 
protuberances and cavities, nor does It teach both simultaneously or concurrently. This 
is a written description new matter rejection. 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/1 7/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that support for the generic concept of first polypeptides 
that comprise both protuberances and cavities and second polypeptides that comprise 
both protuberances and cavities concurrently is present in the specification at page 8. 
line 25, page 19. lines 12-24, page 21 line 8 to page 22, line 2, page 63. lines 6-18, and 
Figures 4 and 5. However, the Examiner does not find that the specification teaches 
what is now being claimed in the regions of the specification so indicated because these 
regions exemplify either a protuberance or cavity of a first protein, or a protuberance or

cavity of a second protein, but not a genus of a protuberance and cavity of both a first 
and second protein.
